Carly Zucker posts creep’s horrifying Instagram DMs 



A s Carly Zucker and many other 
women would say the second- 
worst part about Instagram 
is getting harassing messages 
from some stranger living who knows 
where. 

The worst part? Getting those messages 
from some stranger just down the block. 

A few months ago, Zucker launched 
the first female-hosted show on KFAN 
in “about 10 years.” Zucker uses her Ins¬ 
tagram account to post pictures of her 
husband, Minnesota Wild left winger 
Jason Zucker, and their kids. 

The man apparently sent Carly Zucker 
a photo of her daughter, along with his 
suggestion that she would grow up to 
“be a slut just like you.” Somehow, it got 
worse from there. 

Zucker told the man it was “disgust¬ 
ing” to say that about an “8 year old” 
girl, and asked: “What is wrong with 
you?” He didn’t answer that question 


directly, but his response shed a little 
light on the possibilities. 

Zucker posted their resulting exchange 
on Twitter Wednesday, including the 
creep’s closing that he “life [sic] a few 
houses down from you in Tonka,” a refer¬ 
ence to suburban Minnetonka. 

“Here’s what bugs me,” he wrote. 
“I could pay a compliment about you 
and you wouldn’t say shit. You’d let it 
go because you married into millions. 
But when I talk shit, you call me on it.” 

This is what “bugs” him. Calling an 
eight-year-old girl a “slut” evidently 
does not. 

If you can follow the logic, because 
Carly hypothetically did not accept the 
compliment this guy did not even send, he 
preemptively attacked. It’s like advanced- 
level “nice guy syndrome” behavior, skip¬ 
ping the step where the pretty girl asks 
to be left alone, and jumping straight to 
the part where he says something that 


freaks her out. 

In an odd moment of clarity, the guy 
acknowledges that his alleged proximity 
to Zucker and her family is “horrifying.” 
We agree. We hope law enforcement 
officers in Minnetonka do too, and are

Throw the Bums Out 

Minnesota’s least necessary legislators 


"W" f you didn’t hear the screeching-tire 

I noise of last week’s car wreck over the 

I din of everyday life, you’ll soon feel it. 
A Minnesota’s annual game of politi¬ 
cal chicken always plays out with a few 
obstacles in the middle: children and their 
teachers, elderly and their caregivers, the 
poor. 

Gov. Mark Dayton warned Republicans 
which things would lead to his vetoing 
bills. They ignored him. He vetoed the bills. 

At least Dayton’s true to his word. And 
leaving: The 71-year-old governor is retiring 
from office after this year, as are 14 members 
of the Minnesota House of Representatives. 

A few will be missed. Others should fol¬ 
low their lead, or be kindly ushered out by 
voters. Here’s a list of lawmakers whose 
best “service” to their districts would come 
from rejoining it as civilians—or, in some 
cases, moving away. 

Rep. Nolan West, R-Blaine: Remember 
the bespectacled young suburbanite with 
Facebook posts about hating “fagballs,” 
and calling Barack Obama’s 2008 election 
“LYNCHING TIME”? That’s Nolan West. 
He’s in the House now, writing bills that 
would, for example, make it easier for cops 
in wrongful death lawsuits to win attorneys’ 
fees from family members of the deceased. 
(Because they haven’t lost enough.) West’s 
defenders would say he is “maturing.” He 
should do that somewhere else. Like his 
parents’ house. 


Rep. Diane Loeffler, DFL-Minneapolis: 

Maturity’s not the issue here. It may be 
the problem. There has long been a class 
of city DFLers who don’t get much done. 
Because their seats are safe, they don’t 
have to. Or they didn’t until 2016, when 
DFL Reps. Ilhan Omar and Fue Lee (both 
Minneapolis) unseated aginglawmakers. 
Loeffler, who just survived an endorse¬ 
ment fight, might be next. She avoids 
meetings, insiders say, gives meander¬ 
ing speeches, asks questions with obvi¬ 
ous answers, and “can’t pass anything.” 
Aside from that, she’s fine. Northeast 
Minneapolis needs better. 

Rep. Steve Drazkowski, R-Mazzepa: 

Known to ruin entire floor sessions with 
lengthy invectives and petty debates, the 
only thing worse than the character of 
Drazkowski’s speeches is their content. 
He hates taxes, regulations, buses, trains, 
cities, and liberals who live in them. This 
year he tried cutting funds from cities that 
fight deportation of undocumented immi¬ 
grants. His town, Mazeppa, could use a 
few: It’s about 96 percent white, getting 
older, and shrinking. If Draz hates the Twin 
Cities so much, he could do us all a favor 
and steer clear of it. 

Rep. Cindy Pugh, R-Chanhassen: This 
Tea Partier arrived at the Capitol in 2009 
with a sign that read: “Wake up America... 
before it’s too late!” It’s not clear what she 


meant. Her chirps do communicate one 
thing: Cindy is afraid. Of Shariah law, of Hell, 
of gun control, of‘“same-sex’ activists,” of 
vaccines, of ranked-choice voting—and now 
of the electrical grid getting wiped out by 
an “electromagnetic pulse,” a world-ending 
favorite of Alex Jones. Pugh’s constituents 
are the ones who should be scared. 

Sens. Bobby Joe Champion (Minneapolis) 
and John Hoffman (Champlin): Differ¬ 
ent DFL senators, very different districts, 
same problem: corruption. When liberals 
try spending on jobs, education, or health, 
Republicans cry “Fraud!” and “Cronyism!” 
Guys like these give them cause. Cham¬ 
pion, an attorney, once tried strong-arming 
$375,000 through Minneapolis Public 
Schools to a nonprofit run by one of his 
clients. Hoffman once earmarked $800,000 
for a tiny segment of nonprofits—including 
the one that employs him. Hey, liberals: 
Fight for the truly needy, not DFLers like 
these two. 

Sen. Bill Ingebrigtsen, R-Alexandria: 

Everyone knows lobbyists write bills and 
stick them in lawmakers’ pockets. The 
least the legislator could do is lie about this 
arrangement. Last year, Ingebrigtsen, chair 
of the Senate environment committee, 
authored a bill to eliminate the Environ¬ 
mental Quality Board, and let businesses 
draft their own environmental impact 
statements. In introducing the proposal, 



Ingebrigtsen said he would “defer to my 
testifier”—a lobbyist for the Minnesota 
Chamber of Commerce—explaining, 
“Members, you’ll get a better under¬ 
standing of the bill from him.” If that’s 
true, and even Ingebrigtsen knows it, he 
should retreat to Alexandria and hang his 
mustache in shame. 

Sen. Dan Hall (R-Burnsville): Hall’s audi¬ 
tioning for right-wing sainthood. A few 
years ago, he was “persecuted” for say¬ 
ing gay marriage would divide Americans 
“more than any single issue” since slavery. 
This year, Hall martyred himself on the 
altar of an amendment to put “In God 
We Trust” in public schools. Outside the 
Capitol, Hall is a “consultant” for his son’s 
law firm, which specializes in “business 
lawsuits,” “confidentiality agreements,” 
and “business owner estate planning.” If 
Hall likes the Bible so much, wait till he 
reads the part about the camel and the eye 
of a needle! 03

WHO IS 

Jimmy Robinson? 


O n March 23, three days 
after the first day of 
spring, a burst of cold air 
assaulted northern Iowa. 
Springhad missed its cue. 
New Hampton, a small 
farm community of 2,000 people, took 
the brunt of the storm, 14 inches of snow. 
Vehicles dotted the ditches. At the New 
Hampton Diner the next day, townsfolk 
fresh from church, their button-up shirts 
tucked into khaki pants or jeans, joked 
about their ordeal. 

“Are you tired of the snow?” a man asked 
an elderly woman as he passed by her booth. 

“What snow?” she shot back, and they 
laughed. 

The storm delayed Jimmy Robinson’s 
plans to leave town on the kind of trip he’s 
made often throughout his adult life, as 
far as he or anyone knows. 

Robinson’s transient path has wound 
throughout the country for over 40 years, 
many of them spent in Arizona. Robinson 
gets around on a bike with his belongings 
strapped to the sides, sometimes catch¬ 
ing a ride from passing truckers or other 
motorists. Aside from Arizona, Robinson 
has roamed in Texas, Oklahoma, Iowa, 
Wisconsin, and Minnesota, dining on fast 
food and sleeping in cheap motels when 
he can afford it. Though he says he never 
asks, people often give him money anyway. 

By late March, Robinson had spent 
the past seven months in New Hampton, 
living with Laura and Nicholas Bentley. 
Laura is a stay-at-home mother of two, 
Nicholas a full-time commercial truck 
driver. Robinson is kind and funny—he, 
a Vikings fan, jokes with locals who root 
for the Green Bay Packers—and refuses all 
offers of long-term help. He says traveling 
is all he knows. 

New Hampton sees relatively few long¬ 
term or short-term homeless residents, and 
many have crossed paths with this fam¬ 
ily: Robinson is the 17th homeless person 
the Bentleys have taken in. Despite this 
extensive history with those in need, the 
Bentleys have never encountered a case 
like Jimmy Robinson. Taking him in has 
given them, and other people trying to 
help him, a newfound understanding of 
some sufferers from chronic homeless¬ 
ness. They’ve learned from him. Now, if 
only they could learn who he is.

Jimmy Robinson does 
not exist. He remem¬ 
bers almost nothing 
from his past, cannot 
list a birthplace or name 
any immediate family. 

He has no government 
identification, and the 
only traces of his origins 
are a bread-crumb trail 
that, so far, have led ama¬ 
teur and professional 
investigators nowhere. 

Due to his lack of 
identity, Robinson is 
unable to apply officially 
for employment or any 
government benefits, 
and he has no ability to 
prove he is who he says 
he is. There is some con¬ 
fusion over his birthdate, 
but it is thought he is 
either 59 or 61. A Social 
Security card he carries 
starts with the number 
9, though no authentic 
number has ever begun with that digit. 
He lives with mental impairments that 
have not been officially diagnosed—the 
Bentleys and Robinson can’t afford medical 
appointments for him, beyond the most 
necessary—and he sports 20/100vision. For 
many who get to know him, it’s a wonder 
Jimmy has made it this far. 

Robinson says he was married once, 
in Arizona, to a woman named Robin, 
his “street” wife, who was killed in a car 
accident. He has no official documen¬ 
tation of their marriage, nor her death, 
though acquaintances believe an accident, 
or more than one, may have contributed 
to Jimmy’s loss of memory. Asked about 
Robin, Robinson grows quiet, and often 
breaks down in tears. 

Once, when a scar appeared on Robin¬ 
son’s forehead, the Bentleys hoped it might 
help decipher his past. The mark faded 
after several months, and turned out to 
be only a bad case of sunburn. He says he 
spent close to 30 years in a homeless camp 
near Mesa, Arizona. Scott Chamberlain, 
an artist who met Robinson during this 
period, and once painted his portrait, later 
heard from other camp members that 
police told them Robinson was found in 
a nearby cave, dead. In truth, he was just 
gone, off on another of his sojourns. 

The Bentleys are among a group in New 
Hampton who call themselves “Team 
Jimmy,” dedicated to supporting Rob¬ 
inson on his travels, and with the shared, 
unlikely dream of helping him find an 
identity. Everyone on Team Jimmy gets 
a responsibility. Laura and Nicholas take 
care of housing and food; others attempt 
communication with potential relatives, 
seeking out public records; still others 
might help with finances or just volunteer

to take Robinson out for a game of pool at 
a bar. The team set up a Facebook page, 
“Where in the tar-nation is Jimmy Rob¬ 
inson,” where some 4,000-plus members 
can contribute supplies, send warm greet¬ 
ings, and keep tabs on this sympathetic 
mystery man. 

Members of Team Jimmy first encoun¬ 
tered Robinson in 2015, when he was found 
along the road walking out of New Hamp¬ 
ton, and offered him some help. For a time, 
they took him into their care and housed 
him in a local motel, where he stayed on 
the motel owner’s dime. 

After a couple months, Robinson left. He 
remembers and describes his subsequent 
travels well, if not a little haphazardly. He 
recalls passing through Minnesota, Wiscon¬ 
sin, and Nebraska, listing stops in LaCrosse, 
Duluth, Omaha, Lansing, and other cities, 
in an intertwining itinerary that would’ve 
had him zig-zaggingup, down, and across 
enormous swaths of the Great Plains. He 
says he had a stop in a hospital, where he 
was deemed to be “fine,” and a run-in with 
the police, which left him without many 
of his belongings. He often travels on foot, 
pushing the bike alongside. 

“It’s weighed down by my stuff,” he 
says, explaining why he often doesn’t ride. 

In October 2017, Robinson was ambling 
toward Decorah when a woman spotted 
him dragging his bike up a hill. She called 
him a cab to move his bike and belongings 
to Cresco, Iowa, where he intended to 
stay at a campsite. 

“They dropped me off there,” Robinson 
recalls, “and [the camp] was already closed

for the season, so I had to pack my stuff 
up. There was a thunderstorm... it was 
pouring like mad, lightning, thunder... 
yeah, and this guy gave me a big blanket, 
and so I went to a park in Cresco, and I 
slept there.” 

The next morning, Robinson waited out 
a thick fog— 1 “I said, 'forget this crap,’” he 
recalls—before embarking on his next step, 
toward Osage, Iowa. Someone posted to 
Facebook about a sighting of a man, and, 
by chance, members of Team Jimmy saw 
the post and picked him up. Robinson took 
shelter in the Bentleys’ small, aginghouse 
for the winter. Meanwhile, members of 
Team Jimmy pushed to find out who he 
really was. 

Robinson’s room sits on the second 
floor, where he has a bed adorned with 
a Minnesota Vikings blanket, a seldom- 
used elliptical machine, and stacks of let¬ 
ters from people who follow him and the 
team on the Facebook page. Laura helps 
Robinson cook, shower, and do other basic 
day-to-day activities. If he’s not out of bed 
by 11 a.m., she wakes him up. On morn¬ 
ings when Laura doesn’t cook, Jimmy 
pours himself a bowl of shredded wheat 
cereal. During his time in New Hampton, 
Robinson has acquired a substantial gut. 

Days in New Hampton consist of trips 
to the post office to retrieve mail, mostly 
from the Facebook group, and watching 
television, often sports; one recent day, 
he said the dial was tuned to “the Cubbies 
and the Sox.” Members of Team Jimmy 
have taken the avid sports fan to see the 
Minnesota Vikings and college football 
games in person. On nice days, he’ll walk, 
and over the winter he made money shovel¬ 
ing sidewalks and driveways, saving most 
of the money for future travel expenses. 

The Bentleys have offered to let him 
stay at their home permanently, but Rob¬ 
inson declined. When asked, Robinson 
often grows quiet and visibly nervous, and 
ultimately says nothing or declines with 
no specific reason. Laura has wondered 
if there isn’t something or someone in 
the South that he wants to see or return 
to. Robinson says, “I like it there,” and 
leaves it at that.

The team has brought in attorneys, 
police, a private investigator, and ama¬ 
teur DNA experts in an attempt to bring 
clarity to Robinson’s past. (A DNA test 
determined Robinson is 50 percent 
Native American, the other half a mix 
of European.) The stitched-together team 
of sleuths hoped to provide Robinson 
connections to members of his biologi¬ 
cal family, and maybe track down his 
old life—or help him make a new one. 
Those efforts have failed so far. 

ROBINSON CALLS HIMSELF a devout 
Christian, which means he fits right in 
as a resident of New Hampton, with its 
eight different churches. The Bentleys’ is 
Prairie Lakes Church, the town’s eighth 
and newest, a modern Baptist church 
featuring up-tempo music, a smart phone 
app, and streaming video. When he’s in 
town, Robinson attends every Sunday, 
with or without the Bentleys. 

The day after the late-March snowstorm, 
Robinson sat in a chair with a Styrofoam 
cup of coffee and a glazed chocolate cake 
donut, and he waited for the service begin. 
The churchgoers filtered throughout the 
room and few a stopped by to say hi, or 
hug Jimmy. Dorie Baldwin, who manages 
financials for Team Jimmy, rushed in late, 
her hair in short tufts. 

“I’m never late for church, Jimmy, and 
today they just had to drag me out of bed,” 
Baldwin said, and Jimmy laughed a little, 
quietly, just as the service began. 

Outside the sun shined on the town. 
Melting snow dripped from the roofs 
of homes, turned to slush in the roads. 
The storm, called “Uma,” by the National 
Weather Service and “Winter’s Ven¬ 
geance” by the local newspaper, felt like 
the cold season’s last gasp. In fact, the 
sun would give way to three more snow 
storms, delaying Robinson’s departure 
by over a month.

across the “Where in the 
tar-nation” Facebook page 
last year, and has tracked it 
periodically ever since. Sam, a 
59-year-old Native American 
who lives near Brainerd, Min¬ 
nesota, says she took a grow¬ 
ing interest out of concern for 
Robinson. In late November, 

Nancy Drews, a part of the 
“DNA portion” of Team 
Jimmy, reached out to Sam, 
and asked if she, too, would 
submit to a test of her DNA. 

Sam is among numerous 
people the team has reached out 
to in efforts to find Robinson’s 
family, but few matches have 
been found; one of the closest 
hits declined to participate. 

Drews, who is no longer 
involved with the team and 
declined to discuss her role, 
asked Sam if her mother might 
be interested as well. Results 
determined Robinson was 
distantly related, though no one in their 
family had ever heard of him. 

Teri Nash, who led the DNA efforts for 
Robinson and the team, has helped five 
adoptees connect with long-lost families, 
using DNA results and Ancestry.com to 
track down likely matches. She says she 
usually makes progress within 72 hours. 

“With Jimmy, I had no idea what I was 
getting into. At some point I thought, This 
is ridiculous, why is this taking so long?’” 
says Nash. 

Robinson presents a complex puzzle. 
Nash says if he is originally from Min¬ 
nesota, his age could pin him around 
the time that Native American children 
were routinely swept out of their families 
through widespread adoption in the mid- 
’50s through the ’60s. It is the team’s lead¬ 
ing theory for why it’s so difficult to find 
even the first clue about his familial past. 

The DNA team dispersed after the lack 
of leads. 

Sandy White Hawk, director and 
founder of the Minnesota-based First 
Nations Repatriation Institute, says 
Native families were often pressured 
into giving up their children, especially 
if the mother was single. The practice 
resulted in as many as one in four Native 
children being removed from their homes. 
The effects have been dramatic—suicide 
rates are high among adoptees—and with 
closed adoption records in Minnesota, 
all information given to adoptees is non¬ 
identifying towards their original families. 
Discovering biological parents or siblings 
is nearly impossible. 

Nash says she was hoping to locate 
Robinson within a “big family tree,” but 
all she found was “a tumble weed.” 

In 2015, Robinson lived through a strange 
near-repeat of what Team Jimmy believes is

his past. Laura Bentley petitioned a Chicka¬ 
saw County judge to give her guardianship 
of Robinson. Robinson opposed the move, 
saying he wanted to be free to roam, and 
the judge ruled in his favor. 

“Jimmy told the judge his lifestyle, and 
the judge said we can’t take those rights 
away from him,” Bentley says. Since then, 
she has fully supported Robinson’s inde¬ 
pendence, and resisted any suggestions 
she should make Jimmy stay in one place. 
The push for guardianship nearly fractured 
their relationship. When she visited him 
in his motel room during those days, he 
was distant. 

ON OCTOBER 1,1976, Jimmy Don Rob¬ 
inson, age 21, went missing from Elmore 
City, Oklahoma. Robinson, an Army vet¬ 
eran, was seen driving in a Toyota Celica. 
A few weeks later the vehicle was found 
abandoned. His disappearance is one of 
the Garvin County Sheriff Department’s 
oldest cold cases. Last year, Team Jimmy 
came into contact with undersheriff 
Jim Mullett, who had been wondering 
if perhaps their Jimmy Robinson was 
the same as his. The team hoped for a 
breakthrough. 

Fingerprints and DNA tests found no 
match. “My heart dropped,” Laura says. 

Mullett did manage to find two arrest 
records that matched Robinson’s. A James 
Ronald Robinson, what the team believes 
to be Jimmy’s real name, was arrested 
and released in Shakopee in 1979, and 
a man by the same name was cited for 
jaywalking in LaCrosse, Wisconsin, in 
2017. Neither record generated new leads. 
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Last December, Laura Bentley spear¬ 
headed a meeting with the federal Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Human Services 
and Social Security Administration at a 
diner, working to secure Robinson a new 
identity The officials peppered Robinson 
with questions, asking about anything he 
could remember. The team was appre¬ 
hensive—Robinson can sometimes shut 
down, socially, if he gets too nervous—but 
hopeful. By the end, the departments said 
there was nothing they could do. 

"It was a waste of our time and our 
resources,” Laura says. "It was something 
that could be said over the phone.” 

The Bentleys estimate that they have 
spent $400-$500 a month on Robinson, 
among food, medical trips, and other costs. 
Aside from $1,200 raised during a Team 
Jimmy fundraiser, there has been no other 
aid. The steep financial burden is stretching 
the Bentleys beyond their means. 

“Laura is really the backbone of the 
team,” says Ricky King, a friend who han¬ 
dles “communications” for Team Jimmy. 
“There’s hours upon hours when we’re 
all sleeping, where she’s doing research 
and contacting people.” 

ON APRIL 27, his bike stocked with 
belongings and his sights set on Okla¬ 
homa, Robinson walked out of the Bentleys’ 
home. He said the trip would take him 30 
days. By the end of the day he had reached 
Waverly, Iowa, a 30-minute drive from 
New Hampton, and booked a motel room. 
Laura kept the Facebook page updated, 
and fans who spotted Robinson posted 
pictures they had snapped. 

Laura visited Robinson twice in 
Waverly, bringing him food and helping 
with his laundry. She tried to convince 
him to come back, and make New Hamp¬ 


ton his home. He insisted 
he needed to press on to 
Oklahoma, and from there 
to Vega, Texas. No one was 
quite sure why. 

By May 5, Robinson had 
reached only as far as Cedar 
Falls, still less than an hour 
away. Laura aired her con¬ 
cerns to the Facebook group, 
writing: “Jimmy is exhausted 
but refuses to retire.” Robin¬ 
son was “out of money and 
his body isn’t well,” wrote 
Laura, who, unlike Robin¬ 
son, sounded ready to give 
up. Her family would “not 
continue to keep 100 percent 
tabs on Jimmy,” she wrote, 
explaining the endeavor was 
“exhausting for us as well.” 

As Laura’s stamina 
flagged, supporters have 
tried to step in, promising 
a meal or other minor acts of 
generosity if Robinson made 
it through their areas. Others 
offers included people saying they’d buy 
him a bus ticket to Oklahoma, or drive 
him themselves. This is exactly the kind 
of help Team Jimmy hoped for when they 
took Robinson’s story public. It’s also the 
kind he is least likely to accept. 

Robinson reached Traer, Iowa, where 
a group who follow him on the Facebook 
page put him up in a hotel for five nights. He 
left, toward Oklahoma. Under-nourished, 
and already weary from his trek, Robinson 
struggled on the road, and in the afternoon, 
fell into a grassy curb, exhausted. 

Ricky King got a call from the prepaid 
phone the team had given Robinson. Jimmy 
was stuck, and wanted to come home. King 
called in a welfare check as he and other 
team members raced to Robinson’s loca¬ 
tion. An ambulance beat them there, and 
medics found Robinson to be tired and 
hungry, though otherwise all right. Once 
Team Jimmy arrived, King says Robinson 
reiterated he wanted to go with them. He 
missed New Hampton. He missed the team 
members’ kids. 

Robinson is known for changing his 
mind, King admits, but he thinks that 
Jimmy will stick around town for the 
foreseeable future. After a call for dona¬ 
tions to help him relocate, the Facebook 
page reported that one supporter donated 
a pop-up camper for him to stay at a local 
campground. Team Jimmy is seeking dona¬ 
tions to fund a new, more independent life. 

When Jimmy left town in May, he said 
he’d stopped caring about learning his 
identity anymore, and was ready to just 
travel. Others had also seemed to lose the 
desire to solve the fundamental puzzle 
of his life. 

With Robinson’s return to New Hamp¬ 
ton, the quest to solve the mystery is 
back on. 03

A paradise so nice they 
named it twice

Y ou know that Dolly Parton 
line about how "it costs a lot 
of money to look this cheap”? 
The secret of northeast Min¬ 
neapolis getaway Hai Hai is like that: It 
takes a lot of work to look this effortless. 

With their second restaurant, Hola 
Arepa and Hai Hai owners Christina 
Nguyen and Birk Grudem have shown 
a shrewd, near-scientific grasp of how 
to make a restaurant go. Here we are, 
blissfully munching on crispy fried tofu 
with a creamy lime leaf sauce and swirling 
the lychee in the bottom of our sangria 
as if this tropical oasis had just sprouted 
from the concrete. Of course it didn’t. 
Meticulous planning and streamlined 
logistics turned this former strip club, 22nd 
Avenue Station or “the Double Deuce,” 
into a lush indoor paradise and bustling 
patio, where the drinks are swift and the 
food is too. 

The efficiency of Hai Hai has its roots 
in Nguyen and Grudem’s first venture, 


a bright-blue food truck emblazoned 
with “Hola Arepa” on the side. From 
its window, the namesake Venezuelan 
corn cakes topped with braised meats 
were served to an ever-expanding audi¬ 
ence. Thatby-the-minute service carried 
over to abrick-and-mortar store in south 
Minneapolis, operating under the same 
name. On more than one occasion at Hola 
Arepa, my table’s food arrived so quickly 
I thought it was a mistake. 

It was never a mistake. The brisk cadence 
of the food truck trained the Hola Arepa 
team well. They have so mastered the art 
of mixing and matching the same ingre¬ 
dients in different dishes, it’s as seamless 
as a fast-food operation with all the care 
of slow food. And Hai Hai has fine-tuned 
the machine. 

With a loosely Vietnamese bent, the 
menu here uses a number of the same or 
similar ingredients, dish after dish. Nuoc 
cham, peanuts, ground pork, cilantro, Thai 
basil, those same pink pickled onions that 
Hola Arepa diners love, sticky rice, shrimp, 
lime, tofu—the list goes on, yet every item 
feels original. The Hanoi sticky rice takes 
that ubiquitous chewy starch base and 
the familiar flavors of meaty ground pork, 
tangy nuoc cham, pickled vegetables, and 
Chinese sausage, and adds to it something 
called “pork floss.” Dubbed “pork fiber¬ 
glass” by a fellow diner, the dehydrated 
meat with the consistency of cotton candy

makes for a powerful pop of flavor and is 
a curious pleasure to eat. 

Then again, it’s quite possible a pile of 
beige threads called “pork floss” turns you 
off In this case, I will recall for you what a 
friend once told me: All the best foods she 
ate in China were a variation on “savory 
mush” (her phrasing). In other words, don’t 
knock it ’til you try it. Happily, that mush, 
more commonly known as congee, is a rice 
porridge available on the brunch menu at 
Hai Hai, and indeed, it will open your eyes. 
The slightly gelatinous texture serves as a 
fine conduit for the fatty, caramelized pork 
(or mushroom if you prefer), coating your 
mouth in a way highly paid food scientists 
could only dream to mimic. The congee 
comes with an ingenious “Chinese cruller,” 
a savory funnel cake baton placed across 
the top of the bowl, for dipping. 

Elsewhere in the fried-to-perfection 
camp, the Thai fried chicken and papaya 
salad (also at brunch) should win awards 
for the levity of its batter, the tenderness 
of its meat, and the textural delight of its 
accompanying sticky rice and coconut 
milk pancake. As a tidy foil, the papaya 
salad adds vegetal crunch, spice, and fish 
sauce funk. On a smaller scale, the happy 


hour fried tofu combines the kitchen’s 
deep-fryer skill with the addictive, creamy 
lime leaf tofu sauce, which crops up in 
other dishes to ensure you’re fully hooked. 

Perhaps you guessed from all the tofu 
talk that vegans and vegetarians will find 
a welcome home here, as will gluten-free 
diners. Most items can be tweaked—with¬ 
out upsetting the flavor balance—to suit 
your needs. No need to ask for a sepa¬ 
rate menu; everything is clearly marked, 
including potential dish modifications. 

Diners for whom texture is paramount, 
look to Hai Hai for chewy, squishy, 
crunchy, juicy satisfaction. The Vietnam¬ 
ese crepes invite you to dig in with your 
hands: Cup the lettuce leaf in your palm, 
rip a crispy-chewy bit from the crepe, 
pile on herbs, shrimp, and fatty hunks 
of pork, roll it up, and dip it in the nuoc 
cham. The brunch-time omelette banh mi 
places a pillowy egg patty between two 
pieces of soft French bread, layering in 
pickled veggies, pate, chili jam, aioli, and 
the unmistakable oomph of hoisin sauce 
for one of the most texturally satisfying, 
devour-able sandwiches in town. 

The drinks menu could warrant its 
own article, from the refreshing Indeed 
Bia Side, brewed specially for Hai Hai 
with lemongrass, citrus, and ginger, to 
my new favorite bloody Mary in town, 
lifted up from brunch banality by carrot 
juice, ginger, and fish sauce. A Vietnamese 
iced coffee is boosted with coconut rum 
and laced with cinnamon, while drinking 
vinegar seems to be the pork floss of the 
cocktail list: It sounds like it would spoil 
the party, but winds up hitting the high 
note in Tour Bus Tales, a summery blend 
of pisco, ginger, lemongrass, and cava. The 
menu also features at least two time-saving 
tricks from Hola: abatch-made sangria and 
whirling vats of boozy slushees. Try the 
Lychee Keen; its perfumed Elderflower 
liqueur and absinthe rinse make drinking 
a slushee feel very mature. 

The ability to deliver these cold drinks 
and hot plates in a flash was critical this 
winter, when tables were always full and 
the wait times were sometimes punishing. 
Now that it’s summer, Hai Hai’s beach- 
vibes patio is open, effectively doubling 
the dining space (another trick lifted from 
Hola’s book). The tables still fill up, and 
like Hola, Hai Hai doesn’t take reserva¬ 
tions for fewer than six people and won’t 
seat incomplete parties. But if you’re in 
for a wait, the bar is a pleasant place to 
while away the time. 

As for the name Hai Hai, it’s Viet¬ 
namese for “two two”—as in, the Double 
Deuce. It’s a thoughtful homage to the 
former Nordeast fixture, but it’s also 
a hint about how things work around 
here: You take a little from the past and 
you keep working. 03

THEATRE IN THE ROUND 
William Gillette was one of the most 
celebrated American actors of the late 
18th and early 19th centuries, and was 
influential in transferring written murder 
mysteries to the stage. His association 
with the genre can be attributed to his 
defining portrayal of Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle’s archetypal sleuth, Sherlock 
Holmes. Gillette played the role some 
1,300 times, making it tempting to 
blend the two personalities, a notion 
that contemporary playwright Ken 
Ludwig wittily explores in Postmortem.

t’s pretty difficult to screw up a silver 
I screen adaption of a classic play. The 
I bones are already there. They've been 
A fleshed out before. Whether you play 
it straight or go for some 10 Things I Hate 
About You spin, you know the basic plot 
will do a lot of the heavy lifting for you. 
And yet too many times filmmakers get 
in the way of their own production and 
make a mediocre movie. 

Take the latest adaptation of Anton 
Chekhov’s The Seagull. The tragicomic 
tale of multiple unrequited loves provides 
a rock-solid foundation for a feature film. 
Owing to this fact and its casting, The 
Seagull isn’t outright bad. But the direction, 
cinematography, and editing call so much 
attention to themselves that it becomes 
pretty obnoxious at times. 

The movie starts with Act III of the play 
and then recalls the events of two years 
prior. This is the first sign of potential 
production trouble, and it becomes much 
worse when we revisit much of this sec¬ 
tion at the end of the movie, which runs 


only one hour and 38 minutes. 

Moving into the past, the famous actress 
Irina (Annette Bening) has come to her 
brother’s (Brian Dennehy) country estate on 
vacation. Her son Konstantin (Billy Howie) 
is ayoungwannabe playwright who is madly 
in love with neighbor Nina (Saoirse Ronan). 
When Irina’s lover, Trigorin (Corey Stoll), 
and Nina start chatting, passions become 
inflamed and problems come to a head. 

Tangential estate folk also factor into 
this weird love web. A school teacher 
(Michael Zegen) loves the estate man¬ 
ager’s daughter (Elisabeth Moss), who 
loves Konstantin who loves Nina who 
loves Trigorin who loves both Nina and 
Irina and finds himself torn. And for a 
story about unhappy relationships and 
existential Russian dread, it’s actually 
pretty humorous. 

But we run into some other production 
issues along the journey. There are a few 
cases of odd blocking—done to convey 
some theatergoing vibe, presumably. But 
it’s disjointed, and in tandem with strange 
and unnecessary cuts, The Seagull comes 
off amateurish.

Fortunately the cast (though their per¬ 
formances taken as a whole are uneven) 
holds this thing together. It shouldn’t come 
as a surprise that any of the bigger names 
would bolster the production, but you never 
really know what you’re going to get with 
period pieces. Dennehy provides no small 
amount of laughs, while Bening runs the 
gamut of love, hate, pettiness, and scorn. 
Ronan does a fantastic job playing the 
youthful innocent and later a crestfallen 
spirit. But it’s Stoll who stands out here 
as Trigorin. He relates a kind of dread 
around celebrity and his own motiva¬ 
tions that still manages to be funny, and 
his writerly worldview is put forth with 
fantastic objectivity. 

Given the strengths here, it’s a shame 
The Seagull didn’t lean on its cast com¬ 
pletely. A serviceable movie, it’s also a 
prime example of a picture where less 
would have been more. 03

The joys and sorrows of Billie Holiday come to life

f you listen to artists, they’ll tell you 
something that is often convenient for 
fans to ignore: The process of creation 
is difficult. It requires an emotional 
vulnerability that can be exhausting, even 
if it’s exhilarating at the same time. Few 
shows capture that dynamic as powerfully 
as Lady Day at Emerson’s Bar and Grill, 
now being staged in an utterly absorbing 
production at the Jungle Theater. 

Thomasina Petrus, who stars as Billie 
Holiday, knows this material intimately. 
Growingup in Minneapolis, she was inspired 
by performances of Lanie Robertson’s 1986 
classic at the Cricket Theatre (now the 
Music Box Theatre, on Nicollet Avenue); 
Petrus grew up to play Lady Day herself at 
Park Square Theatre. Now she’s revisiting 
the show under the direction of Marion 
McClinton, and you’re not likely to find a 
more detailed, resonant production of this 
modern classic. 

The show is a fictionalized reimagining 
of a performance in 1959, the year Holiday 
died. The star is clearly suffering, drinking 
clear liquor and ultimately disappearing 
backstage to shoot up. What makes the 
scenario so poignant is that Holiday’s ability 
to convey profound hurt was much of what 
made her a legend. As we learn more about 
her sorrows, we grow to appreciate the 
combination of musical genius and personal 
courage it took to render her truth in song. 

Petrus commands her character from 
the moment we first see her, smoking a 
cigarette in a dark recess while her trio (pia¬ 
nist Thomas A. West, bassist Ron Evaniuk,

and a drummer played on Friday night by 
Dale Alexander) warm up. Eventually she 
shows up in a dressing room, visible behind 
a lacy curtain on Joel Sass’ weathered set. 
Finally she appears warily onstage as her 
bandleader strikes up the old favorites he 
knows will bring her to life. 

A life story recounted through onstage 
banter is a basic music-theater trope, but 
there was nothingbasic about Billie Holiday, 
and Robertson’s script fascinates because he 
paints the singer with both great admiration 
and deep humanity. The play’s quintes¬ 
sential moment may be an anecdote that 
brings the house down with its uproari¬ 
ous denouement but also evidences the 
institutionalized racism and sexism that 
circumscribed Holiday’s life. 

Petrus’ performance is a tribute to Holi¬ 
day, from an uncanny vocal impersonation 
(this is not a hill to climb if you can’t make 
it all the way) to a lively portrayal of her 
deadpan wit. She’s resplendent in costumes 
by Trevor Bowen, particularly the gorgeously 
eerie look she wears in the show’s second 
half, atmospherically lit by Michael Wangen. 
Sean Healey’s careful sound design places 
Petrus’ voice at a range of levels, from bold 
to distant, as she moves about the stage. 

Lady Day may seem simple to stage, but 
this story demands the kind of impeccable 
attention provided here. It’s an unforgettable 
show, beautiful and haunting. 03

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HARNESS YOUR HOPES 

New albums from Stephen Malkmus and Parquet 
Courts explore indie-rock freedom in an age of 
decreased opportunity

S tephen Malkmus has written apoliti- 
cal song. You might even call it a 
protest song. Yes, the same Stephen 
Malkmus who was once in Pave¬ 
ment. No, it’s not very good. 

“Bike Lane” appears to conflate gentrifi- 
cation and the murder of Freddie Gray. The 
former Pavement frontman chirps “another 
beautiful bike lane” in the chorus, then, 
with no greater vocal gravitas, relates the 
circumstances surrounding Gray’s death 
at the hands of Baltimore police in the 
verses. The intentions are good (aren’t 
they always?), but the irony feels cheap, 
somehow unfair not just to Gray but to two¬ 
wheeled yuppies. There’s plenty to say about 
the use of police violence to erase people 
of color by any means necessary from an 
urban landscape that’s been reconfigured 
for the comfort of a largely white middle 
class. But exhorting “Go, Freddie, go,” as 
though the victim were some folkloric hero 
like Johnny B. Goode or Stagger Lee, fails to 
extract mythic heroism from actual tragedy. 


If s unsettlingto hear a master songwriter 
(who, incidentally, will play a sold-out Turf 
Club show on Friday) attempt to adapt his 
gifts to the necessities of the cultural moment 
only to prove his time-tested sensibility a 
mismatch for the endeavor. Fortunately, the 
bulk of Malkmus’ new album, Sparkle Hard, 
is a rewarding push-and-pull between his 
style and the substance of the world around 
him. Set alongside Wide Awake!, the latest 
album from his spiritual descendants in the 
band Parquet Courts, it raises hope that 
contemporary indie rock can be smartly 
political—not by servingup slogans to shout 
in the street or analysis to be pondered, 
but by refracting our experiences through 
word and sound in a way that refines our 
emotional response to the blare that oth¬ 
erwise engulfs us. 

Malkmus has now led his band the 
Jicks (whoever they happened to be at 
the moment) for about a half-decade lon¬ 
ger than Pavement existed. Because the 
51-year-old dad and husband is now a hob¬ 


byist exploring niches rather than a young 
visionary, each Jicks album has, in its own 
brilliantly idiosyncratic way, seemed quite 
unnecessary—and I mean that as the highest 
praise. So much great art arises in defiance 
of oppression, we’re in danger of believing 
that suffering, either personal or collective, 
is needed to create. By contrast, so much of 
indie rock has been music born of privilege 
(as bohemian art often is), and its chal¬ 
lenge is to not squander that privilege but 
to address a simple yet utopian question: 
What art would you make if you weren’t 
driven by necessity? 

But now it’s 2018, and Malkmus sings, 
“There’s no room left to do/Everything that 
you said you’d do.” Throughout Sparkle 
Hard, reality limits what can be imagined, 
as current events surface like subconscious 
fears misshaping themselves into dreams. 
Malkmus’ lyrics are as collagist as ever, but 
phrases as unremarkable “men are scum” 
or “you know you should be winning” on 
songs titled as simply as “Middle America” 
resonate far beyond their basic mean¬ 
ings, and statements like “Come from the 
underground/Throw me right back where 
I belong” feel like wishful thinking. When 
the lyric “I’m not looking for the kind of 
guy who’ll turn my third place medal into 
gold” later turns into “I’ll start looking...,” if s 
like hearing a history of how 21st-century 
American megacapitalism has diminished 
our dreams, compressed into a single song. 

Even in the ’90s, Malkmus was rarely 
as inscrutable as plainspoken normies 
insisted—you couldn’t always construct a 
plot from a Pavement lyric, but you could 
trace a train of thought, or at least limn a 
mood. Maybe you didn’t want to put in the 
work, to distinguish between irony and 
sarcasm or earnestness and sincerity, but 
who’s the slacker then? But he was free 
to set off with no direction in mind and 
discover a memorable path. Now, in an age 
of didacticism, his insistence on continuing 
to communicate in a way that’s allusive 
without being evasive is its own modest 
political statement. What do we need? 
Secrets! When do we need ’em? Right now! 

FOUR YEARS AGO, Malkmus famously mis¬ 
took a Parquet Courts song playing in a 
coffee shop for Pavement, and considered 
the resemblance a compliment. But even 
in their scrappy early days, this quartet 
of Texan-bred New Yorkers (who’ll be at 
the Fine Line on Thursday) sounded at 
most like a band who’d been influenced 
by the same bands as Pavement. They have 
more in common with the Minutemen—a 
comparison I’m hardly the first to make

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but that bears repeating as Wide Awake!’ s 
lyrics (for instance, “Nothing is normal/ 
Manipulated into believing/I’m exercising 
skepticism/Honesty is everything”) lean 
into the fractured syntax those ’80s blue- 
collar funk-tinged punk revisionists favored. 

Wide Awake! is also the band’s sixth album 
in eight years, but don’t forget those two 
substantial EPs and the live disc and the pair 
of oddball collaborations and did I mention 
singer A. Savage’s solo disc? Slackers they 
ain’t, partly because if you want to be the 
only youngish all-white-male guitar band 
really worth anyone’s time in 2018 you’ve 
got to work extra hard, and also because 
New York ain’t as cheap as it was back in the 
’90s when neoliberalism was still wasteful 
enough to leave a few pools of cash here 
and there for artsy underachievers to lap 
from. Twenty years ago, Malkmus supported 
himself by warning Whitney patrons not 
to step too close to the paintings; now, as 
the Courts once lamented, “There are no 
more summer lifeguard jobs/There are no 
more art museums to guard.” 

So yes, options are limited—economically, 
aesthetically, spiritually. But with Danger 
Mouse’s production brightening the comers 
of their rant ’n’ roil, Parquet Courts burrow 
forward with termite temerity regardless. 
The opening guitar cmnch of “Total Foot¬ 
ball” sounds like Joan Jett adapting “The 
Internationale” for the World Cup, and 
fist-pumping chants of solidarity like “Bet¬ 
ter protected/Whenever collected” and 
“Power resembled/If we are assembled” 
ring out as though to say, sure, sports is great, 
but have you ever tried full communism? 
“Violence” addresses many of the issues 
“Bike Lane” attempts to, but with stark 
phrasing (“we cannot afford to close an 
open casket”) and acid questioning (“What 
is an up-and-coming neighborhood and 
where is it coming from?”) 

Wide Awake! seems determined to prove 
that any genre can be “punk,” that eclecti¬ 
cism is a political virtue because it proves 
that urgency and a sense of play can coexist. 
Parquet Courts reach into dub and funk, 
the title track is a roller-skating jam as pro¬ 
test rally, and “Death Will Bring Change” 
is ’60s pop-psychedelia with a children’s 
chorus warbling in support. And the band 
clearly wants us all to join in. While I was 
doing the dishes the other night, I started 
singing the bounciest chorus here: 'Well 
I can’t count how many times I’ve been 
outdone by nihilism/Joined the march that 
splits an open heart into a schism.” I still 
don’t know exactly what it means. But I 
now know exactly how it feels to mean it.

A relationship question that doesn’t 
involve sex: Occasionally when two 
people live together, they bump into 
each other or one may get in the 
way ofthe other.
